WAR SPIRIT SPURS OUTPUT OF STEEL FURNACES

YOUNGSTOWN, May 17.—Local 1340 of the Steel Workers Or- 
ganizing Committee, the first to call for a second front, is also the 


‘ wnion which stands out here with a No. 1 record behind the war

effort. 

The union consists of the employes of the Warren plant of the 
Mullins Manufacturing Co., one of the very vital war production units 
of this steel area. 


This is not an accident. Interviews with officials and members 


_ of SWOC lodges in the Pittsburgh area, here and at Warren, show 


beyond question that it is the lodges with the most alert and war 


conscious leaders that furnish the best production soldiers. 


Unfortunately there are other lodges which offer a sharp contrast 
to the Mullins plant union—lodges where tracdie-unionism crawis along 
as usual and the union's officers make no effort to arouse the workers 


. & the seriousness of the war emergency. 


In this area there is evidence that such neglect to take the war 
emergency seriously has even opened the door to the disease of 
. The Trotskyites here (imported from Minneapolis) are 

doing the service of Hitler as in several other parts of the country. 

Let there be no mistake about the attitude of the steel workers 
in the Youngstown-Warren area. They are displaying their backing 
of the war with some of the highest production records in the industry's 
history. The workers of the Republic mills have smashed the world 
record. At the Charron Steel mill of Lowellville, the rolling mill and 
& blast furnace broke records only two weeks ago. So at the Carnegie- 
Illinois plants new output levels were reached. 

On all sides, however, there are danger signals. Many locals 
have only handfuls of a score or two attending membership meet- 
ings; a number of organizers who supervise the lodges pay only 
lip service to Phillip Murray but at heart still support John I. 
Lewis and his destructive policies; questions relating to the war 
and of action to help win it, are often maneuvered out of the meet- 


* 


ings. Ait thin of course — * A for Tretekyttes, Conah- 
linites and like friends of Hitler. 

I interviewed C. T. (Red) Carlton, President of the lodge at 
Mullins, about an hour after the news of Browder'’s freedom was 
flashed over the airwaves. A tall red-haired man in the thirties, 
Carlton met me with a face beaming with satisfaction. His first point 
was to inform me that the local went on record for Browder’s freedom. 

“And we adopted a resolution for the second front to beat Hitler, 
too,” he added. 

Carlton went on with his story of the local, which has bargainfhg 
rights for the 2,200 workers in the plant. 

There is a joint managément-labor production committee, with 
six sub-committees. These are on.(1) efficiency on production; 
(2) publicity, suggestions and the plant paper; (3) shop cleanliness 
and strap; (3) fire prevention; (5) transportation, and (6) safety. 

The committee has already made considerable progress. One de- 
partment producing very vital munitions has raised production by 
25 per cent since the drive opened. Like increases have been achieved 
in other divisions of the plant. The specific products are omitted 
here for military reasons. As an example of initiative, Carlton cited 
the doubling of the output of the annealing furnaces, thanks to a 
suggestion by a worker. 

As a further encouragement for greater production, the union 
agreed with the management to freeze rates on piece rates for the 
duration, assuring the workers against downright refating when out- 
put goes up. 

The transportation committee has already assisted workers in 
hundreds of cases to receive transportation to and from work, in that 
way meeting the tire and gas em. The scrap committee has been 
digging up much scrap in all parts of the plant. Some progress was 
mad in getting Negroes employed in the plant. This is a break through 
a long-standing company policy. 

This progress in production is not merely a result of organization 


effort through the committee. Of primary importance is the fact that 
the local’s leadership follows a progressive policy—one of educating 
the membership on labor’s stake in the war and of labor’s interest to 
see that the war supplies are used to defeat fascism. The local stands 
on top on the contribution of its members to the Red Cross blood 
bank. The same holds on bond purchases. 


Cooperation between labor and management has made possible 
a change-over to war production without the 
At present nearly half of the workers in the plan 
women. The union is making extra efforts to win the 
succeeding. ‘Attendance at local meetings is proportionately far higher 
than at most SWOC lodges.

In many 
instances, decorative plants are 
being sacrificed for more utilita- 
rian ones.

Contact Between Unions and Army N 


The trade unions should develop the closest pos- 
sible relations with the armed forces. They should 
insist upon the maintenance of a democratic spirit 
and an efficient leadership in the Army and Navy. 
They should fight there against Jim Crowism. They 
should make all efforts so that dependents of soldiers 
and sailors are properly taken care of. Trade union 
influence should be actively present in all the edu- | 
cational and entertainment work carried on among 
the troops. Members in the service should be kept 
in good standing in the unions, furnished with trade 
union journals and corresponded with regularly by 
local union officials and members. The jobs of work- 
ers now in the service should be guaranteed them 
upon their demobilization. At every point the fra- 
ternal, cooperative bonds between the trade unions 
and the armed forces should be cultivated and 
strengthened. 8 

In industry the trade unions should arrange with 
the employers that the vast numbers of new young 
workers are properly trained; each union should have 
a job-training program. The crafts must be opened 
to the youth. There should be an easing of union 
initiation fees and regulations. Par- 
ticular attention ‘should be paid to the special prob- 
lems presented by young Negro workers and girls. 
Every effort should be made to unionize the new 
armies of young workers and also to invigorate the 
trace union officialdom by entrusting to youth 
responsible leading posts. 

In civilian war activities, also, the trade unions 
should pay special attention to the youth. They 
should take the initiative in establishing Youth Auxil- ™@ 
iaries in Civilian Defense. In war bond and stamp 
selling, in the salvage of waste materials, and in a 
host of other ways, the youth, including even mall 
children, are a very important factor. The trade 
unions should see to it that their youth participate 
in all these civilian war activities, in full strength, 
in an organized manner and under trade union lead- 
ership. 


Patriotic Youth Movement 


The trade unions are doing a tremendous service 
to the youth in the armed forces by helping furnish 
them a great flood of munitions with which to fight 
the enemy. They are also cooperating deeply with 
the youth by defending American democracy and 
maintaining the economic standards of the workers 
during wartime, so that the youth, when the war is 
over, may find democratic freedom in the country 
and some measure of job protection. But such gen- 
eral activities, important though they may be, are not 
enough. The trade unions need to take up every 
angle and detail of the problems of youth in wartime 
and devote the closest attention to them. This means 
that the unions should set up youth committees, from 
top to bottom in their organizations, and apply them- 
selves to youth activities, including mass sports, edu- 4 
cational activities, etc.. far more assiduously and y- 
tematically than they have done until now. Only in 
this way can the full strength of the patriotic Amer- 
ican youth be organized for the war, can the trade 
union movement derive the benefit of a great influx 
of youthful vitality, and can there be adequate safe- 
guards erected against the attempts of fascist-minded 
reactionaries to mislead the youth in the post-war 
world. The potentialities are here for a great patri- 
otic youth movement, in which the unions can be a 
decisive factor, and these possibilities must not be . 
neglected.

The tall, lean, red-headed ball player who hits fungoes 
to the Cincinnati Reds during fielding practice is Hank 
Gowdy. He wears glasses now, and coaches at first base 
during the game, and he’s Manager Bill McKechnie’s 
right-hand man. 

Twenty-five years ago, he was slimmer, leaner, but 
otherwise not much changed, And just about a quarter 
century ago, in May of 1917, he was signing up for the 
other duration. He was the first baseball player to quit 
the diamond for the battlefields of France. At the height 
of his career—he had caught for the championship Bos- 
ton Braves in 1914—he doffed the mask and chest pro- 
tector, and donned khaki. 

And he fought. He was in plenty of action “over 
there”; his g6vernment rewarded him by promoting him 
to a sergeant’s rank before he returned to these United 
States. 
| Today, Hank Gowdy is a symbol of the older genera- 
. tion’s determination to help the younger generation win 

this global war against Nazism. 

J can’t go in there and fight this time—I’m too old,” 
| says Sergeant Hank, as we stand in front of the Reds’ 
dugout at the Polo Grounds before Saturday’s game. But 
| I can do my bit in teaching the youngsters what the war 
means and how baseball, in common with all other sports 


and the movies and the theatre, can and must do its part 
for victory.” , 
“I'd like to see the war end this year—in 1942. 
It can end quickly if we in the United States keep 
working hard to send more and more supplies to 
Russia and China. The Russians have been bearing 
the brunt of the fighting and we've got to see they 
win. For it’s there that the decision will be made.” 
“Do you think a second front in western Europe 
will help?” : 
“By all means,” Gowdy replied. “We must have 
a second front as soon as possible.” 

Sitting on the dug-out steps, rubbing a bat between 
his legs, Hank told how he is working to help the victory. 
“IT speak a great deal to youth groups,” he said. “I tell 
them what this war means, and I try to prove to them 
that baseball really plays a greater part than merely 
offering diversion in these troubled times. We in baseball 
are helping prepare tens of thousands of boys for service 
to their country. For the major leagues are really a 
center for the organization of thousands of teams from 
coast to coast. 

“And the principles of organized baseball, as I have 
seen them here on the field, help not only in building young 
bodies, but in self-discipline, quick thinking, development 
of the competitive spirit, and in analyzing one’s opponent.
